¢ M AY it pleafe your Imperial Majefty to call

‘ you with all Submiifion, that by fome Members of

* fale Suggeftions, by your Imperial Majefty’s Au- 
* lick Council the 1ath of May 1701,) the moit Se- 


rene Prince Chriftian Auguftus Adminiftrator of 


‘ Holftein, was irregularly chofen Coadjutor of this 
‘ Bufhoprick, notwithftanding the Oppofition and Pro- 
* teftations made by the Major part of the Mem- 
* bers of the faid Chaprer. ; 
© We were thereupon oblig’d, for preferving the 

‘ Rightof Electing our Bifhop, to proceed the next 
‘ Day, in all the requifite Forms, to nominate for 
* our Coadjutor the moft Serene Royal Prince Charles 
‘of Denmark, after a juft Coadjatorial Election, 
‘and in confequence of a favourable Recommenda- 
‘ tion from your Imperial Majefty'’s deceafed Father 
‘ the Emperos Leopold I. of moft Glotions Me. 
‘ mory, by which ing that Affair became 
* fafpended ufque ad publicationem Sententia (till the 
Sentence) of your Jmperial 
Majefty’s Auli 
he Bar che Decifion of that Aulick Council, altho’ 
‘ fomuch defir’d, and norwithftanding his late Impe- 
* rial Majefty did on the 18th of ember 1702 
* refer che Mores anew to thar C l, has not yet 
peen pronounced. 
In che meantime our moft ferene Bifhop and 
‘Lord Duke Auguftus Bréderick of Holftein Slef- 
‘ wick departed this Life, to our great Grief, the 2d 
“of this Month: Whereupon the moft ferene Ad- 
‘ miniftrator Chriftian Auguftus Duke of Holftein 
‘ Sl-fwick immediately took Poffeffion de fatte for- 
‘ cibly, by a Com of Grenadiers, of the Ca- 
* file of Eutin, and the Day ‘after came hither in 
* Perfon to take Poffeffion of the Epifcopal Houfe. 

‘ The Chapter in the beginning of fo violent and 
prejudicial an Aétion, exprefs'd their Diffatisfadi- 
“on to the moft ferene Adminiftrator, befeeching 
¢ him to drop his Enterprize, to caufe his Grenadiers 
‘ (for preventing the Inconveniencies that might 
* otherwife arife,) to retire out of the Caftle of Eu- 
* tin, to ler the Chapter have the quiet Pofleffion and 
“ Adminiftration of this Bithoprick conformable to 
‘the Cuftom ufual Sede vacante (while the See is 
* vacant,) and to’ wait peaceably your Imperial Ma- 
« jefty’s Decifion; Atthe fame time we propos’d 
‘ ‘proper Expedients to. prevail with him to tarry for 
the Determination of this Affair. 

‘ In the mean time the Privy Cotinfellors of the 
* Duke of ‘Holftein Slefwick and the Members of 
“the Chapter that’ have Employsi€nes- under that 
* Duke, and confequently are deyored 10 his Intereft, 
‘came higher upon’ Notice given whem, although 


* fome of them had not in feveral Years appear'd in 
* any Affembly of the Chapter: By this means, and 
* by the Abfence of other Members who might be 
* inclin’d to give their Voices for Prince Charles, and 
‘ who had no Notice given them of what was in 
* Agitation, the moft ferene Adminiftraror made fure 
* of a Majority of Votes; and befides, the Syndick 
* of the Chapter was allow’d a double Voice, eon- 
“tra omnia omnem wquitatem (contrary to. 
* ali Law and Equity :) And thefe Members [uv no- 
“‘mine capituli (inthe Name of the Chap.er,) not- 
* withttanding the Remonftrances, Oppofitions, Pro- 
* teftations, and Refervations enrer'd on our Part in 
* Protocolo Capituli (in the Regifter of the Chapter,) 
‘the 6.h and 7th of this Month with all poifible 
* Moderation, and coram duobus Notariis (in the pre- 
* fence of 2 Notaries) acknowledg’d the moft {crene 
* Adminiftrator for Bifhop, have receiv’d trom him 
* Letters and Refcripts feal’d with the &pifcopal 


* “Seal, have held Confultations with him as with 


* their new elected and rightful Bifhop, and have pro 
* forma (for Formfake) conducted him into the E- 
* pifcopal Caftle of Eutin, notwithftanding he had 
* before made himfelf Mafter of it by force as is 
abovefaid ; Whereupon all the Subjects of this 
* Bithoprick have fubmitted to him as to their Prince 
‘and Lord. Thus this Affair, begun with fo many 
* Nullities, and continu’d by Violence againft all 
* Law, though by premeditated Defign and Agree- 
ment, was concluded. 
_ * This unreafonable Proceeding, Sir, is contrary 
« to the Nature and Foundation of all Law and of 
~ the Conftitutions of the Empire, Quia pendente 
§ lite nihil innovandum, nec ullius momenti eft quod per 
* vim extortum. (Becaufe while a Suit is depending, 
* there ought to be no Intrufion, and what is gain’d 
* by Force avails nothing.) 
* * Befides, the Authority of your Imperial Majefty 
* is thereby not alittle injur'd. For his Royal High- 
* nefs Prince Charles of Denmark, Brother of a great 
* King that is your Imperial Majefty’s intimate Ally, 
“is de fa&o depriv’d of his juft Election, and this 
* Bifhoprick abfolutely defrauded of its juft Right of 
* Electing, to the great Prejudice of Pofterity, and 
* of all other free Bifhopricks of the German Nation, 
* which will be thereby expos’d to Oppreffion ; and 
‘indeed it is much to be fear’d this poor Bifhoprick 
* will fall into Ruine, unlefs proper Remedies be 
* timely apply’d. 

‘ We therefore proftrate our felves before your 
* Imperial Majefty, who is our Head and the Sov- 
* raign Advocate and Protector of al! the Bithopricks 
‘and Chapters of the German Nation, and the 
* chief Guarantee of the Treaty of Peace of Weft- 
‘ phalia, laying before you the deplorable State of 
* this Republick, and moft refpectfully befecching 
* your L.nperial Majefty to lay to Heart the Prefer- 
* vation of the Right of free Elections, agreeably to 
* the faid Treaty of Weftphalia, to annul and caf; 
by your Imperial Rightful Authority the fore-men- 
* tion’d Proceeding, the Poffeifion taken by Force 
* of the Caftle of Rutin and’of all the other Epifcopal 
* Effects which the moft Serene Adminiftrator of 
* Holftein bas got into his Hands, as alfo all ve 
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« Ads of fome Metabérs of the Chapter as cannot 
* be juftify’d ; co enjoyn the moft Serene Admiri- 
‘ trator to quit the Poffeffion of the Epifcopal 
. * Effeéts and the Title of Bithop, and to leave the 
‘ Chapter in the peaceable Admmiftration and Pof- 
‘ feflion of rhe Bithoprick during the Vacancy of 
‘the See ; and to give your Majefty’s Confent and 
‘Imperial Confirmation in Favour of the juft E- 
* jection of his Royal Highnels Prince Charles of 
* Denmark. 

« By paternally preventing the ill Confequences of 
this Affair, your Imperial Maj-fty will acquire im- 
mortal Glory and give us entire Confolation. On 
‘ ovr part, we will ro our u:moft endeavour to make
